The new cinema, which has seating 
accommodation for 1,500, has been con- 
structed to the order of tha proprietors— 
Stephen's Green Cinema, Ltd.—whose 
directors are Sir Thomas Robinson, chair- 
man; Mr, James W. Lane, Mr. William 
J. Barnett, Mr. Robert G. H. Russell, and 
Mr. Frank McDonnell, B.L., P.C., Managing 
Director. . 

Mr. M. J. Deasy, Carlow, has been ap- 
pointed House Manager, and under his direc- 
tion there will be a competent and efficient 
staff. ‘ihe restaurant is under the management 
of Miss Elizabeth Cullen, caterer in the 
restaurant attached to the Courts of Justice. 

Outstanding features of the new cinema 
are :'— 

(1) Cémfortable, covered halls, in 
which those who queue up are com-. 
pletely sheltered and warm. 

(2) Special apparatus fitted to a 
number of seats to enable the deat 
to hear the talkies. 

The new house occupies a position on the 
west side of St. Stephen’s Green, where for 
many years the Turkish Baths stood. These 
landmarks of old Dublin were completely de- 
molished aud a new foundation laid over 
the substantial area which has now been 
skilfully divided in the new building between 
the space occupied by the entrance and queue 
hall and the auditorium.

wide-range reproducing system, under which 
all the sound tones of speech and music are 
naturally reproduced.

The Stephen’s Green Cinema will, there- 
fore, present talkie films under conditions 
which will equal the best in Europe and 
America. The projection equipment includes 
water-cooled projectors—the first of this type 
to be installed in the Free State. The arc 
lamps are of the latest design, and the whole 
of the resistance unit is placed outside the 
operating box.

Lighting and Furnishing 


The lighting scheme is carried out with a 
system of concealed lamps throughout the 
house, queue hall and other parts, with the 
exception of the restaurant, which has box 
lighting.

FAMOUS SQUARE 


St. Stephen’s Green received its name from 
the Chureh of St Stephen, which stood 
where Mercer’s Hospital now is. It was 
originally levelled in 1678 and surrounded by 
a wall and deep ditch, which was usually 
a receptacle for every kind of rubbish. The 
Lord Mayor had the right of pasturage, and 
received £150 a year from the Government 
for injury done by Yeomanry Corps, who 
exercised there, This ditch was filled up, 
and in 1815 iron railings were erected, and 
they are to be seen there to-day. The original 
ditch can be seen in Malton’s Views of 
Dublin with the 

‘‘genteel company who walked 
there after two on Sundays,” 

In 1880 Lord Ardilaun, with the munifi- 
cence that characterised his family, at a cost 
of about £20,000, laid out this vast space, 
which had previously been a dreary waste, 
intersected hy walks of mathematical 
straightness. Rarely has landscape garden- 
ing produced a happier result, and Stephen’s 
Green now ranks as one of the finest, as 
well as the largest, squares of Europe. Each 
side of the square is a quarter of a mile in 
length. In Rocque’s map, 1756, the four 
sides are named-—-Beaux-walk, French-walk, 
Leeson’s-walk, and Monks-walk. 

In 1897 a bandstand was erected in the 
centre of the Green by the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police in honour of Queen Victoria’s 
Jubilee, and during the summer months hand 
performances are still given there 
frequently. Around the lake, which 
is plentifully supplied. with water-fowl, are 
stands, in which are exhibited good paint- 
ings of the various birds. In the centre of 
the square is a quaint equestrian statue of 
King George II. on a raised pedestal.

MR. F. J. MEDONNELL, B.L., P.C., the 


Stephen’s Green contains some of the finest 
houses in Dublin, almost all of which have 
interesting histories, Among famous persons 
who lived here may be mentioned Whateley, 
Lord Ubanéellor Plunket, Felicia Hemans, 
Buck Whalley, etc. 

In 1907 the arch entrance facing the top of 
Grafton street was erected as a memorial to 
the Royal Dublin Fusiliers who fell in the 
Boer War of 1899-1900. 

Within a stone’s throw of the new cinema 
stands the Royal College of Surgeons, which 
claims descent from the first incorporation of 
medical practitioners in the United Kingdom; 
the Fraternity or Guild of Barbers, estab- 
lished by Royal Charter in Dublin on 18th 
October, 1446, by King Henry VI. A later 
charter, which is preserved in Trinity College, 
was granted by Queen Elizabeth in 1572. 

The real history of the College dates from 
29th March, 1780, when a number of surgeons 
constituted themselves into the ‘‘ Dublin 
Society of Surgeons.”” On 11th February, 
1784, they procured a charter dissolving them 
from the union with the barbers, and estab- 
lishing them as a corporate body by them- 
selves. For some time they met in the 
Rotunda Hospital, but had to move to various 
places until they built a permanent house of 
their own. 

In 1809 a college was built on the Friends’ 
burial ground, on the west side of St. 
Stephen's Green,’ having frontages to York 
street and the Green. This forms the south 
wing of the present building, the frontage of 
which was completed from a design by Wm. 


Murray in 1827, 
The Green To-day 


From being a strictly residential and ex 
clusive locality, St. Stephen’s Green has 
gradually been transformed until it now 
affords the most striking contrast between 
the old and the new style of city squares. 


Clubs, colleges, hotels, auction rooms. 
showrooms, cafés, banks, government and 
solicitors’ offices, hospitals and hostels, 


boarding schools, nurses, doctors, dentists, 
architects, insurance agents, grocers, tobac- 
conists, confectioners, tailors, photographers, 
decorators, surgical instrument makers, 
schools of cookery and nursing, and furniture 
and other manufacturers all carry on business 
in the Green to-day, many of them in the 
original brick dwellings which were built by 
the old-time Dublin bricklayers, whose work 
has endured in various parts of the city for 
over a century. Others of the original build. 
ing have been demolished, while many have 
been improved and modernised with the very 
latest in shop front designs, 


SIR WALTER SCOTT 
LODGED IN THE GREEN 


Scott, Bart., who was then in the’ heyday of 
his career as a novelist and public man, paid 
a visit to Ireland, and during his stay in 
Dublin lived in No. 10 St. Stephen’s green, 
where his eldest son was in _ lodgings. 
Lieutenant Walter Scott, of the 15th Hussars. 
was stationed in Cork at the beginning of 
1825, and was married in Edinburgh in 
February that year. The famous author 
arrived in Dublin, in July, but before that 
he had the joy of seeing his son gazetted 
a Captain in the King’s Hussars—a step for 
which Sir Walter advanced the large sum 
of £3,500—and this promotion was the cause 
of his son’s removal from Cork to Dublin. In 
a letter from Abbotsford on 27th April, 1825, 
Sir Walter wrote to his son:— 

“ I conclude that you are all smugly settled 
in Dublin. I am a little afraid for Jane, and 
hope she will be gay moderately, that she 
may be gay long. The frequent habit of long 
hours is always detrimental to health, and 
sometimes has consequences which last for 
life.” 

Sir Walter arrived in Dublin on Thursday, 
14th July. 1825. and according to Lockhart’s 
Life of Sir Walter Scott, | 
‘found young Walter and his bride estab- 
lished in one of those large and noble houses 
in St. Stephen's green (the most extensive 
square in Europe), the founders of which 
i little dreamt that they should ever be let at 
an easy rate as garrison lodgings. I could 
not but recall Pindar’s lines, in which, wish- 
ing to paint the gentlest rapture of felicity, 
he describes an old man with a foaming wine- 
cup in his hands at his child’s wedding feast.’’ 

“ That very evening arrived a deputation 
from the Royal Society of Dublin inviting Sir 
Walter to a public dinner, and next morning 
he found on his breakfast table a letter from 
the Provost of Trinity College (Dr. Kyle, 
now Bishop of Cerk) announcing that the 
University desired to pay him the very high 
compliment of a degree of Doctor of Laws 
by ilaia: The Archbishdép of Dublin (the 
celebrated Dr. Magee) was among the earliest. 
of his visitors. Another was the Attorney- 
General (now Lord Chancellor Plunkett), a 
third was the Commander of the Forces, Sir 
George Murray, and a fourth the Chief 
Remembrancer of the Exchequer (the Right 
Hon. Anthony Blake), who was the bearer of 
4 message from the Marquis of Welleslev, 
then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, offering all 
sorts of facilities and inviting him.to dine 
next day at his Excellency’s country resi- 
dence, Malahide Castle. 

‘‘It would be endless to enumerate the 
distinguished persons who, morning after 
morning,. crowded his levee in St. Stephen’s 
Green. All the great functionaries and the 
leading noblemen and gentlemen of the city 
and neighbourhood hastened to tender every 
conceivable homage and hospitality. But all 
this was less surprising than the demonstra- 
tions of respect which awaited him wherever 
he moved in Dublin. When he entered a 
street the word passed like lightning and 
the shopkeepers and their wives stood bow- 
ing and curtsying all the way.” 

These extracts afford an excellent pen- 
picture of life in’ St. Stephen’s Green over a

Srrx,—Recently complainis have appeared in 
your newspaper about the Dublin United 

ramways Company, and I feel impelled to 
amplify these, as I have made a thorough 
study of Dublin’s transport. 

Firstly, the delays experienced in "bus ser- 
vices are due to the fact that the number of 
new vehicles built is less than the number 
scrapped. As a result, the yehicles in the 
city total less than 270 all told. The com- 
pany should at least make certain that enough 
new cars are built to keep the fleet up to full 
strength. Moreover, the scrapping of old cars 
is carried out in an unsystematic manner. Re- 
cently three "buses were removed from ser- 
vice, all of which were not more than a year 
old, while ancient and decrepit cars are kept 
running. Needless to say, the maintenance 
cost of these latter must be out of all propor- 
tion to their usefulness. 

Secondly, there is the question of the time 
tables.

As if all these matters were not sufficient, 
many cars are in so bad a condition that the 
Carriage Office refuses to allow them on the 
road. Thus the already attenuated fleet is 
lessened still in numbers. In this connection 
IT may point out that the maintenance facili- 
ties in the various garages are so poor that 
no mechanic could possibly be expected to 
do good work, or even give adequate atten- 
tion to the vehicles. 

We can see then that there is no Jikelihood 
or possibility of matters improving for a con- 
siderable time, even if exertions were made 
to overcome them; nor has there been any 
indication from the D.U.T. Company that 
such exertions are being, or will be, mace. 
It is, therefore, expedient to the city and the 
public that pressure should be bronght to 
hear on all parties concerned to provide good 
and cheap city transport, such as can be 
found in Cork, Belfast, London, Glasgow and 
anywhere else but in Dublin. There must be 
many business men who would be only too 
giad to undertake such a project. 

Morrover, no attempt has yet heen made by 
Dubliners to organise protests or petitions.

I invite any of your readers who may be 
interested—and 1 feel sure there are manv— 
to write to me with a view to organising pro-

A talk on the ““Nursery Induetry ” was 
also broadcast from Athione and Dublin 
last night by Mr. E. MacLysaght, who 
pointed out that the nursery industry was a 
highly skilled one, yet any ordinary farmer 
could easily embark upon any branch of it. 
The farmer could best connect up with the 
industry by planting more trees of one sort 
or other, and thereby develop a profitable 
sideline. He could plant fruit trees for 
example, and market the fruit. In addition, 
he could plant forest trees to provide shelter , 
for his cattle and timber for use on the farm 
and in the home. 

Tomato-growing would also provide a 
useful adjunct because there was really a 


home market with steady demand íor 
tomatoes. In his opinion farmers near big 
cities could profitably undertake market 


gardening.

town, In these townlands, stated the applica- 
tion, there were twenty-five holders of land, 
who had the power to grant the rights 
sought. It* was suggested that the mining 
(unworked minerals) right applied for ought 
to be granted for a period of two years to 
enable them to sik a geophysical and 
geological survey; for a further period of 
twelve months to enable them to make or 
complete exploratory workings; and, in the 
event of minerals being found of sufficient 
commercial value to justify their working 
them profitably, of a further period of 
ninety-nine years, being the period reason- 
ably necessary to enable the minerals to be 
worked fully. 

Mr. J. D. Phlmer, auctioneer and valuer, 
of Waterford, acting on behalf of the 
applicants gave evidence of interviewing the 
owners of the lands.

SUGGESTED CLAUSE 


Mr. Patrick O'Byrne, Knockane, one of the 
owners of the land involved in the applica- 
tion. said that the owners had held meetings 
at Kill about the propesals. Mr. Palmer, a 
representative for the applicants, had said 
in reply to suggestions put forward by him 
that there was not enough money in the 
concern to buy out the rights, and that was 
why they offered the rent proposals. 

The owners, said Mr. U’Byrne, retorted 
that if there was not enough money to buy 
out the land they per quite prepared to take 
shares in any undertaking. Mr. Palmer 
then said that there was to be no company, 
as the rights were to be worked by a private 
concern.

A NEIGHBOUR’S EVIDENCE 

Michael Kelly, Gortacloghane, said that 
he lived beside James Lyons, whom he knew 
well. He remembered meeting James Lyons 
in his (witness’s) house on Sunday, J0th 
June, about ó o clock p.m. old time. The two 
of them spent the evening fly-fishing together, 
and they returned home to witness’s house at 
5.15. Lyons then seemed to be in his usual 
ood health. They parted at 5.30. About 
3 o'clock on the following morning Mrs. 
Lyons came to his house. She was very 
frightened, and she asked him to accompany 
her to her own house. He did so, and on 
going round to the west of the house, he 
found in the grass an overcoat. He took up 
the coat and Mrs. Lyons identified it as 
belonging to her husband. He remained in 
Lyons s house for a few minutes and then 
Mrs. Lyons went to her father-in-law. Wit- 
ness returned home. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Cullinan, witness 
said that when he found the coat he did not 
see any sign of the body of Lyons in the 
garden. He did not want to see anything, 
as he did not want to get implicated wit 
these people.

“CRAWLING ON THE

Katie Hickey, sister of previous witness, 
also employed at Stephen Galvin's, said’ that 
she was also awakened on the morning of 
Ist July, and went out to look for the pony.

Robert Sullivan, employed by Stephen 
Galvin, said that he was awakened on the 
morning of Ist July at 4.30 old time by 
Edward Hickey. and went to. Stephen 
Galyin’s house, Stephen was in bed. Stephen 
told him he was not too well, that his head 
was sore, and he had a pain in the back of 
the head. Witness asked what had happened, 
and Stephen said James Lyons had beaten 
him. Galvin said he had gone out to attend 
to the cows, that. he looked round and saw 
James Lyons, who said to. him: ‘‘ What are 
vou doing there?” or something like that. 
He said that Lyons “struck. him with an 
iron bar, and that they got into. grips and 
continued to struggle, and he got possession 
of the slasher. Lyons “ made for him again,” 
and then Galvin said he hit him, but did 
not know what part of his body he struck. 

Ellen Lyons, sister of James Lyons, cross 
examined by Mr. MeGuckin, said that her 
brother James had not been troublesome.

CHRISTMAS STRIKE

ISSATISFACTION at the coalowners'

The real difficulty from the owners’ 
standpoint in the way of an increase of 
wages is believed to exist in the export 
districts, notably South Wales, Northum- 
berland, Durham and Scotland. 

There was some optimism as to the 
result of yesterday’s negotiations, and hope 
is still held out that the miners will post- 
pone strike action. In any event, it is 
extremely unlikely that there will be a 
Christmas stoppage. 

The Government is not anxious to take 
an active part in the controversy. The 
Mines Department has used all the 
influence possible to bring the owners and 
the miners together. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The full text of the official statement, 
issued at the conclusion of yesterday s 
conference, was :— 

“ Representatives of the Mineworkers’ 
Federation of Great Britain met represen- 
tatives of the coalowners to-day. The 
owners reported to the representatives of 
the Mineworkers’ Federation: the effort’ 
they had made to increase the price of 
coal as a means of an increase of wages. 
The owners regretted that at the moment 
the response to their requests for an in- 
crease of price under existing contracts 
had not been as satisfactory as they hoped. 
“Under the present circumstances the 
most they could say was that in every dis- 
trict an increase of wages would take place 
as from January 1, the amount and the 
method of application of such advances to 
be determined by the parties in the dis- 
tricts 

“The workmen’s representatives were 
dissatisfied with the position as stated by 
the owners, and the owners’ representa- 
tives undertook, at the request of the 
workmen’s representatives, to ask the 
districts to decide and intimate at the 
earliest possible moment for the informa- 
tion of the Mineworkers’ Federation repre- 
sentatives particulars of the offers which 
they were prepared to make.

T was the turn of the British delegation 

yesterday to take the stage at the Five- 
Power Naval Conference, when Lora 
Monsel!, First Lord of the Admiralty, out- 
lined the British proposal for quantitative 
limitation of naval construction. 

After a meeting at Clarence House of 
the First Committee of the delegation, 
lasting one and a-half hours, the following 
official communiqué was issued : — 

‘* At the full meeting of the First Com- 
mittee held this afternoon the United 
Kingdom delegation made a statement 
setting out their proposal for quantitative . 
limitation of naval. construction over a 
period of years by means of unilateral de- 
clarations on the part of the naval Powers. 

““A preliminary discussion ensued, in 
the course of which various delegations 
requested clarification of the United King- 
dom proposal. The next meeting of the 
First Committee will be held on Thursday 
morning, and in the meantime elarification 
will be prepared.’’ 


LIMITATION PERIOD 


The British delegation has not yet made | 


any definite suggestion as to what period 
of years should be fixed, but it has tenta- 
tively proposed six. 

' The delegations of the other Powers will 
require to reflect upon the proposal, but 
it is understood that the reception given 
to it by the American delegation was 
sympathetic. 

It is understood that both the French 
and Italian delegations, while agreeable 
in principle, are inclined to think that six 
years is too long a period. 

The Japanese delegation is not un- 
sympathetic, provided always that their 
proposal for a common upper limit is 
accepted. 

The British scheme is an .attempt to 
secure an answer to a perfectly practical 
question: How much tonnage does each 
Naval Power propose to build in a given 
number of years, and how much in each 
category of ships? 

No categories have been definitely 
named, but it is probable that, as in the 
London Naval Treaty, they will naturally 
resolve themselves into five :—Capital 
Ships, Aircraft Carriers, Cruisers (‘‘ A ” 
and ‘‘B’’), Destroyers, and Submarines. 


EQUALITY OF SECURITY 


The British delegation proposes that, 
should agreement reach treaty form, it 
should include a clause expressly recog- 
which is 
quite a different thing from equality of 
armaments, but merely recognists the 
right of the various countries to possess 
the measure of armaments which they con- 
sider necessary. 

Another point is that the British delega- 
tion does not propose that any construc- 
tion figures should be included as an 
article in the actual treaty, but that uni- 
lateral declarations should be annexed to 
the treaty. 

Thus the unilateral declarations would 
not have the binding force of a contractual 
obligation, 
solemnly declared promise. 

If. however, the reception to the pro- 
posal was such that it might be accepted 
as a contractual obligation the Admiralty 
experts would be delighted. It has been 
put forward in its present form merely to 
meet possible objections. If, and when, 
figures come to be considered there. is little 
doubt that construction figures, so far as 
Great Britain is concerned, would be 
based on replacements necessary to bring 
the British Fleet back to its strength after 
the signing of the Washington Treaty.

SCARLATINA IN 
COUNTY DUBLIN 
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A WIDESPREAD 
OUTBREAK 
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i THE MOST SERIOUS FOR 


MANY YEARS 
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NE of the most widespread epidemics of 

() scarlatina experienced in the Free 

State for some years, which was caus- 

ing cases of a serious type in County Dublin, 

was referred to by Dr. J. A. Harbison in the 

course of a report submitted to the County 
Dublin Board of Health yesterday. 

Lhe report also notified the Board of a 
sharp outbreak of diphtheria in the Shankill 
area, occurring imainly in the Board's new 
housing estate; that the epidemic of scarla- 
tina was taxing the capacity of fever hospitals, 
and that condemned houses from which 
tenants had been re-housed had been re-let. 

Mr. J. T. Ennis presided at the meeting, 
and the members unanimously adopted the 
report without discussion. 

During the past month, stated the report, 
fifteen cases of diphtheria had been notified 
in the Bray No. 2 District (Shankill), together 
with four cases of scarlet fever. During the 
same period ten cases of scarlet fever had 
been notified in the“ Dundrum district aad six 
in the Balbriggan district. 

The report continued :—‘“ As will be seen 
from the above figures, there was a sharp out- 
break of diphtheria in the Shankill area, cases 
occurring mainly in the Board’s new housing 
estate. This area has previously been com- 
paratively free from diphtheria. Immunisation 
clinics were promptly begun in the area, and 
are still proceeding. The local school, which 
is overcrowded, was closed. Two cases 
occurred in the Malahide area, where 
immunisation is also being undertaken. In 
addition, it is being carried out in the Lucan 
and Stillorgan areas. | 

‘*A sharp epidemic of scarlatina occurred 
in the Dundrum area. A survey of this 
area recently has revealed the fact that many 
of the condemned houses from which tenants 
were re-housed have again been re-let, and 
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MEETING called by the United 
Tenants’ League to protest against 
rents and conditions in the slums took 
place last night at the Mansion House, Dublin. 

Dr. J. Hannigan, T.C., who presided, sald 
that the object of the gathering was to direct 
public attention to the scandalous conditions 
prevailing in regard to housing, not only in 
Dublin, but in every town and :- village 
throughout the country. Anyone who had 
any-interest in the matter could not but have

noticed the terrible abuses with regard to the. 


letting and sub-letting of houses in the City of 
Dubhn. 

Mr. B. Conway (Workers’ Union of Ireland) 
said that nothing sincere was being done by 
any party—even the Labour Party—to abolish 
the slum evil. The conditions of some of the 
slum-dwellers ‘in Dablin were worse than the 
Kaffirs’ kraals in Africa. 

Mr. G. Lynch (Amalgamated Transport and 
General Workers’: Union) said that he would 
weleome the inquiry proposed by the Govern- 
ment, provided he was sure that there was 
sincerity behind it. ‘They should make up 
their minds that if they were going to take 
part in this inguiry, they should get an 
assurance from the deputies of all parties that 
it would be speeded up, and that its findings 
would be put inte operation. | The-Govern- 
ment could supply all the information they are 
asking this inquiry te collect... He thought 
they would have these social evils as long as 
the question of housing was left: to private 
individuals and allowed to. be exploited.

It may be all right, he continued, to 
ensure that people with four in a family or 
more shall Ma houses. The question is 
whether newly married couples should have 
houses.

To my mind, it is more detrimental 
to the life of this country to deny newly 
married couples proper accommodation than 
if the Government went out and preached 
the doctrine of neo-Malthusianism or. the 
limitation of families, 

Mr. Lynch said that they had on the 
Statute Book Acts which, if properly 
worked, weuld be of benefit to the people. 
The question of ground rents was one that 
very much concerned the citizens of Dublin. 
Houses could be revalued every year, and 
were revalued very often to the detriment: of 
Land had not been revalued 
since the Griffith valuation in 1853, and in 
built-on areas it was often valued as cheap 
agricultural land. If land valuation was 
seriously tackled “it would supply a lot of 
money for the solving of the housing pro- 
blem. 

Mr. Patrick Maguire; Irish Seamen’s and 
Port Workers’ Union, said that he had been 
four years writing to, the City Manager to 
take him out of a slum, and was sick and 
tired of it. They should put the working- 
class in power if they wanted to solve the 
housing problem. 

Mr. Ledwich said that there are hundreds 
of houses vacant, and there was a big house 
in the Park that was not being used, yet, 
citizens of Dublin. were living in rat pits, 

Mr. Jack Kearney (Workers’ Union of Ire- 
land) asked what was the good oí going before 
tbe Tribunal to learn what they all knew. 
So long as the tenants, remained quiet they 
would be treated as they had been up to now. 
He advised them to elect Ward Committees 
and Jet them function. They should make 
this movement a trade union movement, and 
go out and fight. They should tell them 
they had come out of the underworld and 
were not going back again. 

Mr. E. Harte (Amalgamated and Transport 
Workers’ Union) said that if the people lived 
under decent conditions they would not want 
all the hospitals they had in Dublin, They 
had got to organise and demand the corid.- 


tions they wanted. 


Mr. E. Tucker (Brushmakers’ Union) said 
that,’ as one who lived in the slums, he 


thought the majority of slum landlord owners 


ought to be in the dock. 
Mr. P. Byrne (United Tenants’ League) also 
urged the formation of Ward Committees. 
Miss MacGregor moved. a resolution de- 


manding that the municipal authorities should 
take immediate steps to remove the occupiers 


of the houses known as Coady’s cottages into 


Corporation cottages. 


Mr. Walsh,’ who seconded ‘the resolution, 
said that there were thirty-one families in 
Coady’s cottages, with six lavatories, and the 
Louses were four and a half feet below the 
canal level. The landlord derived £770 16s. per 
annum trom-this place. It was the red tape 
of officialdom that stood between them and 
their rights. 

Dr. Hannigan said that the Lord Mayor 
had made a special appeal to the Corporation 
to transfer the occupiers of Coady’s cottages 
to the newly-built houses, but had been told 
that it could not be done, because Coady’s 
cottages had not been condemned as unin- 
habitable.

MR. GEORGE ELLARD 


The death of Mr. George Ellard, the well. 
known Dublin musician, has taken place at 
his residence, 56 South Circular road, Dublin, 
in his 87th year. Mr. Ellard played the oboe 
in the Gaiety Theatre at one time, and when 
the Theatre Royal opened he joined the 
orchestra there, and worked with it until 
some years ago. During his long association 
with musical life in Dublin he took part in 
the concerts arranged by Dr. Esposito in the 
Ancient Concert Rooms and in many perform, 
ences of oratorios. Mr, Ellard specialised in 
the playing of the oboe and cor anglais, and 
his two daughters are well known in Dublin 
musical circles. He was very well known im 
the city, and his services were greatly in 
demand for concerts and musical events, but 
after his retirement from the Theatre Royal 
he did not take any active part in the musical 
life of Dublin.

Arthur Malcolm Augustus Baillie, described 
as a horse dealer, was summoned for alleged 
Customs offences.

' Mr. Colin. Duncan, for Brind, said that 
he was a commander. He asked for a further 
remand. 


A similar application was made on behalf | 


of Baillie,. and the Lord Mayor remanded 
these two cases until January 14, allowing 
bail as before. 


DOHERTY’S CASE - 


When. Doherty was brought: up, Mr. H. 
Myers, representing him, said that since 
Doherty was last before the Court further 
summonses had been applied for, and the con- 
sequence was. that he intended to call from 
Ireland the persons wl sold the horses which 
were the subject matter of the inquiries.

“that he has deliberately made false de- 
clarations to the effect that he has purchased 
horses at a particular price, when, in fact, 
he is. paying-a. much larger price for those 
horses.

“I can produce witnesses from Ireland,” 
went on the statement, ‘‘to prove that the 
invoices presented to the Customs repre. 
sented the true, prices of the horses to which 
they related, and witnesses to prove that the 
cheques to which you have referred were not 
mm respect of horses, but referred to horses 
re-sold in Ireland.” : 

Mr. Stephenson submitted that the ex 
planation could not possibly stand. 


THE SUMMONSES 


Mr. Stephenson said ‘that some of 
the - summonses related .to three mares 
and five geldings, the price shown ‘in 
the cash book being ‘$394, “when “if was 
alleged that the actual price declared was

Am I 
not entitled to.do this, and after making the 
horses and sometimes keeping them for 
months sell them at a profit? That is how 
I make my living.” 

Doherty was remanded until January 8 on

THE CANCER 
PROBLEM 


SURGEON SAYS IT IS 


BEING SOLVED 
a ta 


Cancer was described yesterday by Mr. 
H. 8S. Souttar, Surgeon to the London 
Hospital, as a bolshevism in the cells of 
the body, something which cannot be 
inherited—and the cause of the death of 
one person in every seven. 

Addressing a meeting in Manchester of 
the Christie Hospital and Holt Radium 
Institute, he said: ' Cancer is not such 
a terrible disease. If the sufferer would 
apply early enough for treatment, there 
is a very considerable prospect that he 
could be permanently cured.”’ 

In its early stages—and early might 
cover a considerable period—cancer could 
in a very large proportion of cases be 
cured. It could be cured, not by some 
terrible. disfiguring operation, but by 
simple and absolutely humane means, 
| Although in a sense they did not know 

what -caused cancer, they did know an 
enormous amount about it, and they knew 
what it was not. 

“It is something which arises within 
the body. We are practically convinced 
that it is not an infectious disease, that 
you cannot go and catch it, that you 
cannot give it to your neighbour, and that 
you cannot inherit it.” 

It arose from certain cells within the 
body, and to him the wonder was, not 
that cancer arose, but that everybody did 
not die of it. Our bodies were built of a 
vast number of cells, each of which grew 
in a perfectly orderly manner. 

It was only once in a billion billion times 
that one of these cells threw the ropes over 
and started growing by itself. Then they 
had cancer. It was simply bolshevism in 
the cells of the human body. 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 


SCIENTIFIC MEETING 


A scientific meeting of the Royal Dublin 
Society was held yesterday at Ballsbridge, 
to which three communications were made. 

Professor H. H. Dixon, F.R.S., read a 
paper on the method of detecting movement 
in the bark of plants, which, he said, con- 
sists in applying a small quantity of local 
heat to the bark, and testing whether it is 
mechanically transported or conducted to the 
bark. If mechanical transport is found it 
will show that the mass movement takes 
place in the bark, and if it does not show, 
some other mechanism must be sought for. 
The transport of heat is conducted by means 
of thermo-electric junctions. 

The discussion of the actual motions of 
transport of foodstuffs in plants, said the 
Professor, has occupied the minds of plant 
psychologists for the last eighty years, and 


looked for with great interest. 


RED CLOVER 


Mr. M. J. Gorman and Mr. Thomas Tur- 
yn produced a paper on “ An Ineffective 
Strain of Nodule Organism in Red Clover,’ 
in which they gave an account of the nodule 
organism on the roots of red clover. The 
nodules which it forms differ in shape, size 
and distribution from those usually found on 
clover roots, and are ineffective in that they 
contribute no nitrogen to the clover plant. 
Mr. D. A. Webb read a paper on “ The 
Nitro-Chromic Reaction and its Application 
to the Estimation of Small Quantities of 
Alcohol.’’

“MEN AND MACHINES’’ 


A WIRELESS DEBATE - 


The subject of ‘‘Men and Machines’ was 
discussed in a radio debate by Professor T. J. 
Nevin, Physics Department, University 
College, Dublin, and Mr. J. J. Bergin, of 
Athy, one of the starters of Muintir na Tire, 
broadcast from Athlone and the Dublin 
Studio last night. 

Professor T. E. Nevin advanced the view 
that people in these days were more content 
than at any previous period in the world’s 
history. They lived on a higher standard, 
their working hours were shorter, and the 
amount of heavy manual labour they had to 
perform had been reduced greatly by the 
introduction and use of machinery. 

Mr, Bergin said that he did not fully share 
that view, and he pointed to the great 
numbers of people who could find no employ- 
ment. In his opinion the widespread intro- 
duction of labour-saving machinery had 
resulted in a great deal of this unemployment. 
He advanced the view that machin ory which 
threw people out of employment was definitely 
bad, and when it crowded people into com- 
paratively small areas it was a danger. His 
remedy was decentralisation; diffusion and 
division of industries.

in Bray, County Wicklow, cinemas, was 

discussed at a meeting of Bray Urban 
District Council last night. An application 
from Bray Cinema (1935) , Ltd., for a licence 
for a new cinema at Quinsboro’ road, Bray, 
was received. 

Mr. P. Martin said that the Council, before 
granting the application, should make it a 
condition that the National Anthem (‘‘ The 
Soldier’s Song ”) must be played after each 
performance. There were other cinemas in 
Bray, he said, which were too .“* blooming 
grand " to play it, and if he had previously 
known. that he would have opposed the grant- 
ing of licences to them. 

he Town Clerk said that he did not think 
that it would be necessary to insist upon its 
being played in this case.

Mr. Martin—They would have no objection 
to that at all. (Laughter.) 

The application was granted. 


COUNCIL’S FINANCES 


The financial position of the Council was 
then considered. 

Mr. E. Byrne said that he was asked to 
bring to the notice of the Council that if 
they did not. pay to the Wicklow County 
Council the two instalments which were due 
the County Wicklow Board of Health would 
be unable to give their customary extra 
allowance to the poor at Christmas. He was 
informed that the Bray Council owed the 
Wicklow County Council £2,700. 

The Town Clerk said that the Council had 
to get an overdraft until the end of March, 
because no rents were at present being re- 
ceived from the néw houses.

It was decided to appoint a deputation to 
wait on the Minister for I.ocal Government to 
request sanction for an increased overdraft 
to enable the Council to meet its liabilities.

Meath, was appointed Clerk of Works in con- 
nection with works at Westfield Park, New- 
court road, and Cockbrook. . 

Mr. J. Dunne protested against the regula- 


tion that the Board must appoint a man with 


an engineering degree. Some of the people 
being turned out by the colleges were, he 
said, unfit to do anything except make a 
level. 

The Minister for Finance sanctioned a grant 
from the road fund of £550 for the removal

Te action brought by Senator James 


McMahon, Cliftonpark avenue, Belfast, | 
estate agent, Waring street, Belfast, and | 
William Andrew Green, schoolmaster, Cole- | 
raine, for injuries received in a collision be- 
tween two cars driven by the defendants, 
respectively, concluded in the King’s Bench 
Division, Belfast, to-day, before the Lord 
Chief Justice and a special jury. 

The jury found that Boyle alone was re- 
sponsible for the accident. Senator McMahon 
was a passenger in his car. They assessed 
damages at £500. 

At the conclusion of the plaintiff's case on 
Monday, Mr. E. 8S. Murphy, K.C., asked 
for a direction that there was no case against 
Boyle, and on this being refused by the 
Lord Chief Justice, he and Messrs. Lowry 
and Fox retired from the case, Mr. Murphy 
emphasising before he did so that their 
action was not to be taken as an act of 
discourtesy towards his Lordship. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Dr. Samuel Simms said that he examined 
Mr. McMahon on December 14. The scar 
on his right temple was soundly healed, and 
there was no further reason to anticipate any 
trouble from it. His heart and lungs were 
normal for his present health, and his blood 
pressure was slightly high, but not high 
enough to anticipate any danger. His liver 
was enlarged to the extent of about four 
inches above normal. That was when he 
examined him in June, and he concluded 
that he had cirrhosis of the liver. Wit- 
ness believed he had had it for at least a 
year prior to the examination. He did not 
find anything to lead him to conclude that 
this condition was due to the accident. In 
witness's opinion, plaintiff had completely 
recovered from the effects of the accident. 
Dr. W. H. Belford said that when he met 
the ambulance Boyle was walking up and 
down in it. Witness formed the opinion that 
Boyle was drunk, Witness saw Mr. 
M‘Mahon and examined him. His abdomen 
was swollen, but there was no sign of injury, 
and he did not complain of it. 

Francis Freeman said that the morning 
after the accident he found a half-bottle of 
whiskey. It was lying on the bog side, about 
two yards from the wire fence. 

Mr. Bahington closed the case by 
in the evidence of Sergeant Walter 
taken on commission. 

After an absence of an hour and twenty 
minutes the jury found that Boyle alone was 
responsibie for the accident, and assessed 
damages at £500. 

The Judge— [hat is a very sensible verdict, 
and | thoroughly approve of it.
